Community Support Program Presentation

Mary Jo Onsager, Manager, and staff attend to present for the Community Support Program
(CSP). The program served 59 consumers in 2020, all of which have been diagnosed with a
severe and persistent mental illness such as schizophrenia, bipolar disorder, schizoaffective
disorder, or severe mood disorder. CSP staff assist consumers to live independently, focus on
their recovery, and reach their own identified goals. CSP provides a variety of services including
transportation and medication management. Case managers are responsible for maintaining
treatment plans, monitoring symptoms, and working with hospital staff/court officials. The
nurses are responsible for injections, setting up medication boxes, and coordinating with the
psychiatrist’s schedule. CSP uses funding sources from Medical Assistance, Community
Recovery Services, Mental Health Block Grant, and Family Care.

Discussion and update regarding Child Abuse and Neglect

Per last discussion, Board asked how Juneau County compares nationally and in the state of
Wisconsin. Nationally, .59% of children were removed from their homes in 2019, compared to
.62% of children in Juneau County being removed from their homes. In the State of WIin 2018,
.28% of children were removed from their homes, compared to .65% of Juneau County children
being removed from their homes. Reasons for Juneau County removals ranged from neglect
(lack of supervision and protection, hand in hand with drugs and dirty homes), physical abuse to
behavioral issues. 21 of 28 kids were in poverty. 8 of 28 kids from single parent homes. 15 of 28
the parents had drug abuse issues.
